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Drivers face rise 
In parking fees 


CAR park charges are 
set to rise in Newmarket 
- three years after they 
were controversially 
introduced. 

Charges have been made 
at all of the town’s public car 
parks since 2006 when they 
were introduced - despite a 
major campaign by traders 
who wanted parking to 
remain free. 

Now Forest Heath District 
Council, which runs the car 
parks, wants to put up the 
charges to 50p for two hours - 
from the present 30p. The charge 
for a three-hour stay could go up 
from 60p at present to as much 
as£l. 

The present system of a free 
half-hour stay will be dropped in 
favour of ending the daily 
charges at 4pm - instead of 6pm 
at present. 

it currently costs the council 
around £160,000 to run the car 
parks and the rise in charges is 
designed to make a profit. 

Between £19,800 and £91,800 
could be brought in - depending 
on the actual charges adopted. 

The cost of bringing in the 
changes will be just over £16,000, 
including £2,000 to re¬ 
programme the ticket machines. 

A council spokeswoman said 
the extra two hours free parking 
in afternoons would be “a 
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welcome boost for traders.” 

She said the council believed it 
was right to pass the cost of 
maintaining the car parks on to 
those who used them rather than 
council tax payers generally. 

The issue will be discussed at 
a special meeting of the district 
council on Monday when 
councillors are being recom¬ 
mended to approve an increase. 

They are being asked to decide 
from three options for increases. 
All three propose raising the two- 
hourly fee to 50p with the 
options of 80p, 90p or £1 for 
three hours. 

Council officers are backing 
the highest charge to “minimise 
the risk” of any losses as a result 
of motorists avoiding the car 
parks because of the higher cost. 

Jamie Gaskin, one the leaders 
of the campaign against the 
original introduction of parking 
charges, said: “In the current 
economic climate it would be far 
more prudent to defer any 
increase until the economy 
improves substantially. 

“Given the concern about the 
introduction of charges, it would 
have been a prudent and 
sensible approach to have 
consulted with local businesses 
about any potential rise.” 
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Night flying set

NIGHT flying by American 
Air Force fighter jets is set to 
continue until spring. 

Planes from the Lakenheath 
base will fly until 10pm on 
Monday to Thursday nights.

McFarlane, who also 
instructed at fitness 
classes, admitted the 
murder of mother-of- 
three Mary Griffiths, 38, 
who was found seriously 
injured with a stab 
wound at her home in 
Bull Rush Crescent, Bury 
St Edmunds, in the early 
hours of May 6. 

She was taken to West 
Suffolk Hospital but 
later died. 

Ms Griffiths, who had 
three daughters, had 


worked as a fitness 
coach at leisure centres 
in Newmarket and Bury 
St Edmunds as well as 
taking classes in Stow- 
market. 

She had also briefly 
worked as a teaching 
assistant at King Edward 
VI Upper School in Bury 
St Edmunds. 

A funeral mass for Ms 
Griffiths was held at St 
Edmund’s Catholic 
Church in Bury St 
Edmunds at which 


friends and family, some 
of whom had travelled 
from Ireland for the 
service, gathered to pay 
their last respects. 

The Independent 
Police Complaints Com¬ 
mission has begun an 
investigation into the 
way that Suffolk police 
dealt with initial calls 
from Ms Griffiths in 
which she expressed 
concerns for her safety 
before she was fatally 
injured.

Court to rule on 
bank cash sum 


FRAUDULENT bank man¬ 
ager Jason Benham faces 
action by his former bosses 
at Lloyds TSB to recover 
£700,000 after an elaborate 
swindle over more than three 
years. 

Benham, who ran bank branches 
in Mildenhall and Lakenheath, left 
customers tens of thousands of 
pounds out of pocket when he per¬ 
suaded them to take out loans 
before transferring cash out of their 
accounts. 

The bank is claiming its loss is 
around £700,000 - double the 
amount which he moved out of 
accounts. 

The difference is said to be 
because of ex-gratia payments the 
bank made to customers who 


complained after noticing the cash 
had disappeared. 

But Benham’s defence team says 
the amount he made from the 
frauds was under £100,000. 

The issue will be settled at a 
further hearing at Ipswich Crown 
Court on November 19. Benham is 
due to be sentenced at a later date. 

Benham, 36, of Feltwell, Norfolk, 
has admitted five offences of fraud 
by abuse of his position and one of 
obtaining a money transfer by 
deception. 

Customers at two bank branches 
in Suffolk were left tens of 
thousands of pounds out of pocket 
by Benham, a court has been told. 

Prosecutor Ros lones said 
Benham, who had worked for 
Lloyds TSB since 1989, persuaded 
customers to take out second and 
even third loans which he said 


would help consolidate their borr¬ 
owings, phoning them “out of the 
blue” and arriving at their homes 
shortly afterwards with the 
necessary papers to sign. 

But when customers he had 
defrauded checked their state¬ 
ments, they discovered that rather 
than their original loan having been 
paid off, they were still paying for 
that and the subsequent ones. 

He targeted five customers 
described as “financially naive” 
who did not regularly check their 
accounts. 

A sixth had a £22,000 loan taken 
out in his name by Benham without 
his knowledge. 

Every time one of the victims 
raised a query about their account 
and the loans, Benham told them 
there had been an administrative 
error and it would be sorted out. 


Crown court trial for former BNP candidate 


FORMER British National Party 
candidate David Lucas has been sent for 
Crown court trial accused of illegal 
possession of explosives and 
ammunition. 

Lucas, 49, who stood for the party as a 
Euro election candidate earlier this year, 
made a brief appearance before mag¬ 
istrates at Bury St Edmunds on Tuesday 


who heard that the case could only be 
heard at Crown court. 

The charges include having 
ammunition with intent to endanger life 
- a charge which carries a maximum 
penalty of life imprisonment. 

He is also accused of having an 
explosive substance - gunpowder - for an 
unlawful purpose, illegal possession of a 


prohibited weapon - a revolver, 
possessing prohibited ammunition, 
possession of military equipment and 
having ammunition without a firearms 
certificate. 

Lucas, of South Road, Lakenheath, was 
released on conditional bail to appear at 
Ipswich Crown Court for a preliminary 
hearing on January 22.

Cars cause 
barrier for 
bus users 


A COUNCIL has spent around £4,000 raising kerbs 
to help disabled people get on buses - in a street 
lined with parked cars. 

Suffolk County Council has raised the kerbs on 
both sides of Vicarage Road, Newmarket, to comply 
with the Disability Discrimination Act. They have 
also installed new bus stop signs. 

But one side of the road is lined with cars for 
most of the day because there are no yellow line 
“no parking” markings and no “bus stop” markings 
on the road. 

The stops outside the town’s Oakfield doctors’ 
surgery are served by three bus services which run 
just once or twice a day linking Newmarket with 
nearby villages. 

The cost of raising the kerb and other works is 
believed to be around £2,000 per bus stop. 

A county council spokeswoman said: “We hope 
that motorists would be encouraged to park 
elsewhere when they see it’s a bus stop, but we 
wouldn’t automatically put down yellow lines or bus 
stop markings.” 

Cllr Bill Sadler, who represents Exning and New¬ 
market on the county council, said: “A bus stop 
outside a doctors’ surgery is quite a good thing. 

“The county council has a legal obligation under 
the Disability Discrimination Act that these bus 
stops are accessible to everyone. 

“Putting down double yellow lines is quite an 
expensive process because of the legal issues 
involved so we would not do that for just one small 
area. 

“However, if necessary we would consider it in a 
review of parking restrictions in the future.” 


Allotments homes 
plan turned down 


CONTROVERSIAL 
plans to build homes 
on allotment land have 
been rejected. 

East Cambridgeshire 
district councillors 
turned down Kings 
Forest Housing’s plans 
for 18 houses on 
around 1.5 acres of 
land because no 
alternative allotments 
were being offered for 
plot holders who 
would lose their land. 

The site, at St Johns 
Avenue, Newmarket, 
has been the subject of 
a long-running dispute 
which has included a 
complaint to the local 
government ombuds¬ 
man - although it was 
subsequently ruled to 
be “out of time”. 

People living nearby 
had objected to the 
scheme and had raised 
concerns about traffic 
- particularly since the 
site is almost opposite 
Ditton Lodge Primary 
School which is due for 
a major expansion. 

The site was pre¬ 
viously owned by 
Forest Heath District 
Council and includes 
land which was given 
up by the local allot¬ 
ment association when 
there was less interest 
in “growing your own” 


than there is now. 

But the association, 
which now has a 
waiting list of people 
wanting plots, was 
unaware that active 
allotments were in¬ 
cluded in the develop¬ 
ment site until Kings 
Forest’s plans were 
made public. 

East Cambridge¬ 
shire’s planning com¬ 
mittee refused per¬ 
mission for the 
development because 
it was contrary to its 
planning policies to 
maintain allotment 
land. 

Council planners 
had previously recom¬ 
mended approval of 
the scheme. 

Cllr Bill Hunt said: 
“We’ve enshrined allot¬ 
ments in our core 
strategy and we are just 
treating these people 
waiting for them like 
sheep.” 

Cllr Anthea David¬ 
son said: “I live nearby 
so know exactly why 
residents are con¬ 
cerned. 

“This area is used as 
a rat run and this 
development would 
definitely increase 
congestion and safety 
issues around the 
school.”

In Cambridge¬ 
shire, 1,363 URNs 
were given out and 
1,075 anti-virals 
issued compared 
with 1,936 URNs and 
1,497 anti-virals the 
previous week.

Traveller site 


plan rejected

CONTROVERSIAL 
plans to build two 
new traveller sites in 
Soham have been 
thrown out - much 
to the joy of the local 
community. 

Residents were in 
uproar over proposals 
which could have seen 
traveller families setting 
up camp on land east of 
Long Dolver Drove. 

Mrs S Martin, of 
Bushel Lane, applied for 
planning permission to 
change the use of the 
land, which is next to 
three bungalows. 

The proposals were 
aimed at allowing two 
traveller families to 
move there and build 
permanent pitches. 

But describing the site 
as “completely inappro¬ 
priate”, members of East

Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee rejected the 
scheme. 

Cllr James Palmer, 
who represents Soham 
North ward, said: “It has 
been made extremely 
clear both from 
residents and from 
Highways that this site is 
not suitable. 

“The access is poor, 
the visibility coming out 
of the driveway there is 
poor and the only 
option is to refuse this. 
The proposals and the 
site are completely 
inappropriate.” 

Dozens of people 
living on Long Dolver 
Drove and nearby Hasse 
Road sent a petition to 


the council against the 
application, and Soham 
Town Council also wan¬ 
ted the plans dropped. 

But residents insisted 
their gripe was not with 
the travellers themselves 
but the unsuitability of 
the site. 

Residents’ biggest 
concern was the issue of 
access, with the single 
track road leading to the 
land not even wide 
enough for a refuse 
lorry. 

Other issues included 
the blind junction from 
the site onto the drove, 
and the impact on 
nearby residents. 

Simon Peverit, who 
spoke on behalf of res¬ 
idents at the meeting, 
said: “These plans 
should be refused on the 
grounds of three main 
reasons; accessibility, 


suitability and sustaina¬ 
bility. 

“Previous planning 
applications for building 
houses down there have 
also been refused and 
these plans are no 
exception.” 

The proposals came 
just weeks after it was 
announced the number 
of traveller pitches plan¬ 
ned for East Cambridge¬ 
shire after 2011 should 
be increased. 

Following a review by 
the East of England 
Regional Assembly into 
gypsy and traveller pro¬ 
vision, it was recomm¬ 
ended the number of 
pitches made available 
between 2011 and 2021 
should jump from 35 to 
81. 

The plans were 
refused nine votes to 
two.

Meetings must 
be in public 

Sir, I have in the past written 
expressing my concern at the ease 
with which items for discussion at 
Forest Heath District Council 
mysteriously get put in the exempt 
or confidential agenda, thus 
making it impossible for the press 
or public to know what their 
elected members or paid officers 
really think. 

My own feeling is that everything 
should be heard in public unless 
there is an overwhelming reason 
why that should not be the case. 
Forest Heath seems to operate 
exactly the opposite criterion. 

Let us look at the Local 
Development Framework Working 
Group for example. We are told by 
officers and the chairman that the 
site specific allocation discussions 
must be heard in private. We are 
told by the head of planning that 
such discussions should be held in 
private so that these matters can 
be ‘dealt with sensitively’ and so 
that the process can remain 
‘manageable’. Frankly these are 
some of the weakest reasons I have 
ever heard. If we as councillors 
accept these as valid reasons then 
why not hold all our meetings in 
camera. 

The local development framework 
is one of the most important 
pieces of work which this council 
must undertake and one which 
arouses a great deal of public 
interest, and yet we are told it 
appears that if we discuss this in 
public we may be insensitive or the 
process will become 
unmanageable. It is the officers’ 
job to manage the process and the 
members should behave 
sensitively, but if they cannot do 
this in public then what is the 
point of democracy? Cllr Millar is 
quoted as saying that the meetings 
should be held in private so that an 
‘unfettered’ discussion can take 
place. I promise Cllr Millar, that I 
am prepared to say in public what 
I would say in private, are we to 
assume that he is not? 

These are very important 
discussions for the district, and in 
the interest of openness they 
should be heard in public. Cllr 
Millar was instrumental in 
bringing the council closer to the 
community when an Overview and 
Scrutiny meeting was held in 
Newmarket last week yet he does 
not seem to want the public to 
know what their representatives 
have to say about important issues 
affecting the district for decades to 
come. Let us hope that the other 
members of the working group are 
prepared to vote against this being 
discussed in private when it comes 
to the vote.

large pat on the back?

Pension help for OAPs 

THOUSANDS of older people in 
Cambridgeshire who claim pension credit could 
be eligible for a rise of up to £415 a year. 

The Government estimates that almost 27,000 
people across the county are among half a 
million nationwide who could be better off by 
around £8 a week under changes introduced on 
Monday. 

When assessed for entitlement to pension 
credit, the first £6,000 of savings was ignored 
but that threshold has now been increased to 
£10,000. It means that around 90 per cent of 
people entitled to pension credit will have all of 
their savings ignored.

Inquest told of 
trainer’s worry 


FORMER racehorse 
trainer Pip Payne 
was found hanged 
more than 24 hours 
after he walked out 
of his home in 
Newmarket, an 
inquest heard. 

Dr Peter Dean, Suffolk 
coroner, recorded that 
Mr Payne, 61, died from 
hanging and “took his 
own life”. 

Mr Payne’s body was 
found by a man walking 
his dogs in woods at 
Middleton Stud, off 
Hamilton Road, New¬ 
market, on the evening 
of Monday, August 10. 

Dr Dean said Mr 
Payne’s widow, Linda, 
said in a statement to 
police that she last saw 
her husband the

previous day when he 
came back from a 
church service. 

The coroner said, at 
the inquest in Bury St 
Edmunds, that Mrs 
Payne answered a tele¬ 
phone call to their home 
in Hamilton Road and 
by the time she had 
finished the call he had 
gone. 

“She knew he was 
upset over some work- 
related issues and some 
financial concerns,” said 
Dr Dean. 

But the coroner said 
Mr Payne had no med¬ 
ical problems apart 
from gout and a 
toxicology report on his 
body showed no

significant findings of 
either drink or drugs. 

“Although no note 
was found, it does 
appear that he was in a 
position where he 
clearly understood and 
tragically intended the 
consequences of his 
actions,” said Dr Dean. 


“There is no way this 
was a cry for help.” 

Mr Payne retired from 
training four years ago, 
after a 20-year career, 
when his stables were 
leased by one of Sheikh 
Mohammed’s racehorse 
organisations. 

Mr Payne was presi¬ 
dent of Newmarket 
Rugby Club and had 
been involved with the 
club for 25 years. 

Tributes were paid to 
him by leading figures 
in the racing and local 
rugby worlds at his 
funeral. Among those at 
the packed service, at St 
Mary’s Church, New¬ 
market, were legendary 
jockey Lester Piggott 
and Bob Champion, 
who won the 1981 
Grand National after 
battling cancer.

A14 death crash 
‘stays a mystery’ 


THE cause of a 
crash in which 
an elderly coup¬ 
le died remains 
a mystery.

coloured Hyundai 
Getz drive down a 
slip road at the 
Rowley Mile ser¬ 
vices on the west¬ 
bound carriageway 
of the A14.

The car veered

driving. 

But he said the 
pathologist could 
not rule out a 
medical problem. 
He recorded acci¬ 
dental death ver¬ 
dicts on the couple 
at the inquest held 
in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds. 



Sound system stolen

The incident happened between 
8pm and 8.30pm on Tuesday, Nov¬ 
ember 3. A concert by veteran punk 
band Sham 69 had been due to be 
held at the hall, but it had earlier been 
cancelled.

Smokers warned 
after blaze in flat 


A FLAT was left unin¬ 
habitable after a fire 
sparked by a discarded 
cigarette. 

The property, on Isle- 
ham’s High Street, was 
left with heavy smoke 
damage after the blaze 
in an armchair. 

The occupant had 
popped out to the shops 
and called 999 after 
finding the flames on 
his return. 

Two fire crews from 
Soham put out the fire. 

Richard Powell, the 
watch manager at 
Soham fire station, said 
smokers should be 
more careful. 


He said: “It is abso¬ 
lutely vital that you 
make sure you exting¬ 
uish a cigarette properly 
before leaving the room 
or going to sleep. 

“Cigarettes can burn 
with extreme heat - up 
to 920C - when being 
inhaled. 

“The unstable hot ash 
can fall in a blink of an 
eye and go unnoticed 
before something starts 
to burn.

Nothing 
changes if nothing changes, 
Grzyb advises, so do something 
different - have Christmas on 
neutral territory like a hotel, or 
if you go to your mother’s every 
year, why not invite everyone to 
your home or share it out 
amongst siblings? The change 
of environment can add a 
different perspective in more 
ways than one. 

TOP TIPS FOR FESTIVE HEAVEN 

■ See the reality for what it is, 
not what you hope it is going to 
be. Try not to let your expec¬ 
tations, good or bad, rule you. 

■ Be prepared. Prepare your 
coping strategies well ahead. 

■ Make your intentions clear 
and set boundaries for others. 
People cannot read your mind 
- so let them know what your 
plans are. Be very clear about 
what you expect from others. 

■ Avoid trying to control the 
situation. 

■ Let other people be as they 
are (as long as they are not 
harming you or others). 

■ Step outside the arena when 
things start hotting up - make a 
cup of tea, go to the toilet. Get 
out of the line of fire if possible 
to give yourself a chance to cool 
off. 

■ Know your bottom line - 
what behaviour you won’t 
tolerate. 

■ Let other people be right. 
Concede and be gracious. 

■ Focus on people’s good or 
caring qualities. 

■ Remember you have the 
power to choose what you do 
and who you do it with.

How gym helped teenager 
overcome eating disorder

STARING down at 
her dinner plate, 
tears flooding down 
her face, Abigail 
Prince felt desperate. 
Just looking at the 
food made the 16- 
year-old feel sick. 

And the thought of 
eating it left her paralysed 
with fear. 

“It was like I was being 
asked to walk the plank,” 
says Aba, as the now-19- 
year-old is known to her 
friends. “Some days even 
something as small as a 
chocolate button was like 
poison; Id avoid it at all 
costs. 

“I lived in my room. In 
fact, I practically lived in 
my bed: I walked out of 
school most days and just 
came home to sleep. I 
alienated all my friends 
and hardly ever went out. 

“The best way I can 
describe it is that I felt like 
I took up too much space: 
I felt like I should get 
smaller, so Id take up less 
room in the world. I was 
so, so miserable.” 

Although she denied it 
for months, Aba was 
battling the eating 
disorder anorexia, a 
recognised mental illness. 

Statistics show it affects 
one in 100 women in the 
UK aged between 15 and 
30 (according to the 
national charity MIND). 

At the height of her

illness, Aba consumed less 
than 500 calories a day 
and exercised 
compulsively, until she 
was on the point of 
collapse. 

She shed almost two 
stone over just three 
months and dropped 
three dress sizes - from a 
12, healthy for her 5ft 7in 
frame, to a tiny size six. 

To see Aba now, all 
smiles and clearly bursting 
with health and energy, it’s 
clear she’s come a long 
way since then. But the 
Cottenham girl is quick to 
admit she’s “not quite 
there yet”. 

“It’s taken me a long 
time to get where I am 
now, and I’ve still got a 
way to go,” says Aba. “I 
think that, once you’ve 
had anorexia, you have to 
accept that you’re never 
really going to be without 
it. But that doesn’t mean 
you can’t get on and live 
your life: if you put your 
mind to it, nothing can 
stop you being the person 
you want to be.” 

Now a personal trainer, 
Aba says she loves her 
work and is happier now 
than she’s been in a very 
long time. To celebrate her 
own success - and reach 
out to other people 
battling eating disorders - 
she’s just done a 


sponsored spin (a top- 
speed cycle in the gym) to 
raise both awareness and 
cash for the national 
charity BEAT. 

“I’m exhausted,” she 
admits, laughing. “I did 
five hours on the bike! We 
had someone spinning 
constantly for 24 hours; it 
was a real marathon. But 
it’s for a really good cause: 
sadly, there are thousands 
of women - and men - out 


there dealing with eating 
disorders.” 

Aba says her 
relationship with food 
started to break down 
when she was about 15; 
up until then, her appetite 
had been really healthy 

“There’s a great photo of 
me when I was little, 
stuffing my face with 
cake,” she says. 
“Sometimes I comfort ate, 
sneaking to the cupboard 


to get things when my 
mum wasn’t looking... I 
was the complete 
opposite to anorexic.” 

She continues: “I can 
clearly remember the first 
time I thought: ‘I can’t eat 
this’, the first time I had a 
really strong resistance to 
food. I was 15 and I was at 
an old boyfriend’s house 
for the evening. There was 
a big pile of toast on the 
table and everyone was 


saying: ‘Go on, dig in, help 
yourself’ - but I just didn’t 
want to eat.” 

Experts say anorexia- 
an illness which causes 
sufferers to starve 
themselves - can be 
triggered by a whole range 
of things. Aba thinks her 
anorexia was sparked by 
her low self-esteem. 

“I was bullied at 
school,” she explains. “And 
the people who picked on 


me made my life very 
difficult: I remember one 
guy actually spitting at me. 
I felt like this big, clumsy 
person who didn’t really fit 
anywhere.” 

The bullying, which 
went on throughout Aba’s 
secondary years, 
culminated in an incident 
of physical abuse which 
she says left her “full of 
self-hate”. 

Aba says her eating 
deteriorated sharply in her 
last year at college, when 
she was 16. “I remember 
being really upset one 
night,” she recounts. “I 
was in my room, mum 
was calling me down for 
dinner and I didn’t want to 

go- 

“Instead I sat on my bed 
and devoured this huge 
Toblerone my grandma 
had given me. I ate the 
whole thing in one sitting. 
It was irrational: I didn’t 
want my dinner, but I ate 
an entire Toblerone... 

“And I remember it 
being very traumatic. I felt 
utterly disgusted - and 
desperate too.” 

From that moment on, 
Aba stuck to an extreme 
and rigid diet and exercise 
regime. Consuming a 
maximum of 500 calories 
a day (women are 
recommended to eat 
2,000), she ate banana and 
yoghurt for breakfast, a 
single cracker with ham 
for lunch and a dinky 
portion of meat and veg

for dinner. And, a lot of the 
time, she threw her lunch 
in the bin. 

Exercising in secret, Aba 
hid her mum’s fitness 
weights in her room and 
did squats and lunges until 
she felt too weak to 
continue. “It got so bad I 
would do sit-ups between 
each mouthful of my 
meals,” she admits. She 
was also using laxatives. 

Shedding an estimated 
12 kilos (almost 2 stones) 
in three months, Aba was 
shrinking fast. For Debbie, 
her mum, it was a 
terrifying sight. 

“She was looking gaunt, 
her face looked too big for 
her body,” remembers 
Debbie, with a shudder. “I 
knew this wasn’t just faddy 
eating or wanting to look 
like a supermodel. I knew 
it was serious, but Aba was 
in complete denial.” 

Noticing that her 
daughter was eating very 
little at family mealtimes - 
and trying to dodge lunch 
completely - Debbie says 
she persuaded Aba to take 
a proper sandwich to 
college one day. 

“I snuck a little bit of 
butter in there,” she says, 
“and I got a text at 
lunchtime saying: ‘How 
dare you?’ basically.” 

The situation soon came 
to a head. Home alone 
together, over the 
Christmas holiday, mum 
and daughter ended up 
having a blazing row: Aba 
refused, point blank, to eat 
any lunch - on a day when 
she’d already avoided 
breakfast. 

“There was no getting 
through to her,” continues 
Debbie. “I ended up 
walking out of the house, I 
couldn’t handle it. But 
when I came back, about 
15 minutes later, I told her 
we had to talk. 

“We sat together on the 
sofa and Aba completely 
ripped her heart out to 
me.” 

After admitting to her 
mum that she had a 
problem with eating, Aba 
agreed to go to the GR 
Immediately referred to an 
eating disorder clinic, at 
Brookfields in Cambridge, 
she then had to wait until 
March for her first 


appointment. 

“In those three months 
there was a lot of love, a lot 
of despair, a lot of 
midnight talking, a lot of 
removing mirrors from the 
house,” remembers 
Debbie. 

“And mealtimes were so 
traumatic. It was so painful 
to see Aba sitting there, 
having already negotiated 
what was going on her 
plate, just staring at the 
food with tears pouring 
down her face. She’d say: 
‘I’m terrified’. 

“As a parent it’s so hard 
to accept that you haven’t 
got the power to make it all 
better.” 

Aba remembers her first 
appointment at the clinic 
“like being taken out to 
execution”. Deliberately 
wearing baggy clothes to 
disguise her weight loss, 
she was horrified to 
discover she had to strip to 
her underwear. 

“That’s how they weigh 
you,” she explains, “and 
that was really, really 
upsetting. I just couldn’t 
believe, knowing how I 
worried about my body, 
that they wanted me to 
expose myself like that.” 

Aba was asked to keep a 
diet diary but she refused, 
on the grounds that she 
knew she would have to lie 
in order to disguise how 
little she was eating. 

Also given counselling 
sessions, regular weigh-ins 
and set a goal weight of 58 
kilos (at her lowest, she 
dropped to 45 - a little over 
7 stones), Aba admits it 
was a real battle. “I got to 
the point where it was a 
case of: ‘If you don’t buck 
your ideas up you’re in 
hospital’,” she says. 

And it was then that 
Debbie, in discussion with 
clinic staff, came up with a 
plan: knowing how much 
Aba wanted to work out, 
she said her daughter 
could join a gym - on a 
supervised basis - as soon 
as she hit goal weight. 

Given that incentive, 

Aba began to eat a little 
more. As soon as she hit 58 
(around 9st 21b), “the 
magic number”, she signed 
up at the gym. 

“To start with I had 
hardly any energy and my 


stomach would hurt,” she 
remembers. “But I 
absolutely loved it. And it 
made me realise I could 
get the body I wanted - 
strong and compact - 
without having to suffer so 
much.” 

After an aborted sixth- 
form course, Aba decided 
to become a personal 
trainer. During her studies, 
which covered all aspects 
of health and fitness, she 
learned about nutrition 
and discovered the 
benefits of eating a 
balanced diet. 

“Learning the science of 
it, learning what your body 
needs, really helped me,” 
she adds. 

Debbie admits that, with 
Aba’s history, she was 
worried about her 
daughter throwing herself 
into a career as a personal 
trainer. “She showed 
amazing strength of 
character,” says Debbie, 
“we were blown away by it. 
We’re so proud of Aba for 
all she’s achieved. 

“We’ve been through 
hell as a family, 
unimaginable pain, and 
we know it could have 
turned out so differently. 
But Aba has been 
incredibly brave and 
incredibly strong.” 

Now, more than three 
years since her diagnosis 
with anorexia, Aba is a 
happy and toned size eight 
- and is looking to the 
future. 

“If you’re going to get 
better you have to decide 
to make changes yourself,” 
she adds. “Nobody is going 
to make it happen for you. 

“All I can say is that I feel 
like a different person now, 
a totally different person. I 
feel like I’ve got a reason to 
get out of bed in the 
morning - and a future to 
look forward to.”

Report by Ofsted inspectors 
to be challenged by school 
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A SCHOOL is con¬ 
testing an Ofsted 
report which brand¬ 
ed it “inadequate.” 

Newmarket College, 
the town’s only upper 
school, was given 
bottom marks for overall 
effectiveness and pupils’ 
achievements by in¬ 
spectors from the Office 
for Standards in Edu¬ 
cation. 

The inspectors have 
given the school, which 
has more than 570 
students, notice to 
improve - and will 
revisit in a year’s time to 
make further checks. 

But the school’s gov¬ 
ernors and head teacher 
claim the report is 
“flawed” and highlights 
poor results and bad 
behaviour in 2007 and

2008, rather than im¬ 
provements made in the 
past year. 

They have sent a letter 
to Christine Gilbert, 
head of Ofsted, and local 
MP Richard Spring 
expressing their concern 
that the report, based on 
an inspection in Sep¬ 
tember, does not reflect 
improvements at the 
school. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr, 
who took over as head a 
year ago, said he was 
disappointed that 
improvements in results 
and behaviour had not 
been given more credit 
by the inspectors. 

He said morale among 


the teaching staff had 
“taken a hit” when the 
report was published. 

Dr Cadwalladr said he 
would issue an open 
invitation to any con¬ 
cerned parents to see 
the school at work. 

“I’m very proud of 
what I see in terms of 
behaviour,” he said. “I 
know we’ve got a 
challenge, but we’re 
moving in the right 
direction.” 

He said the school was 
in the top 25 per cent in 
the country in terms of 
improved exam results 
this year. 

“We are not an in¬ 
adequate school now,” 
he said. “I’m confident 
that by the time the 
inspectors come back 
next year - if it’s a fair 


assessment - it will be a 
‘good’ school. 

“The college is 
becoming a school that 
Newmarket can support 
and be proud of.” 

Rhona Seviour, who 
led the inspection team, 
said GCSE results nee¬ 
ded further improve¬ 
ment, together with 
teaching standards. 

She said bad be¬ 
haviour had not been 
fully eliminated and the 
inspectors rated be¬ 
haviour as satisfactory 
rather than good, as 
suggested by the school. 

“We are confident that 
the principal, the 
governors and staff will 
do all they can to 
improve the college 
quickly,” she said in a 
letter to students. 


Pair plead not guilty to charges following clashes

Latin names reveal 
lots about plants 


W hen you visit your 
garden centre, do 
you know your 
alba from your aculeatus, 
your japonicus from your 
officinalis? 

The use of Latin names for 
plants is common throughout the 
world and can reveal a lot about 
the plant you are buying in its 
infancy, such as what colour it will 
be, the shape of its leaves and 
other distinguishing features. 

Nomenclature may seem like 
mumbo-jumbo, but once you’ve 
got the hang of the names, the 
plants become much more 
interesting. 

Plants are named in Latin 
simply because the sciences date 
from a time when it was a 
universal language. The first 
system of plant classification was 
created in the 18th century by a 
Swedish naturalist, Carl von Linne, 
who called himself by a Latin 
name, Linnaeus. 

All plants have two names, with 
the first describing the genus - the 
Latin word for family. Roses, for 
example, all have the first name 
Rosa, regardless of their colour, 
habit or size. 

The second name denotes the 
species or specific class. Within a 
family group of plants, there will 
be differences in the plants. All the 
species in a genus have common 
characteristics considered close 
enough to form the group, but 
each has different characteristics 
to distinguish it from the others. 

Sometimes there is a slight 
difference within a species, so the 
plant is given an extra name to 
denote this. For instance, the olive

tree is Olea europaea, but a variety 
which had larger fruits and smaller 
stones was named ‘El Greco’, so its 
full botanical name is Olea 
europaea ‘El Greco’. 

Latin names are usually written 
in italics, and any extra names are 
usually put into single quotation 
marks at the end. 

Many variety names are now in 
the language of the country in 
which die plant was raised. So, 
with a name like Erica arborea 
‘Albert’s Gold’, the word Erica tells 
you that the plant is a heather (all 
ericas are heathers), the arborea 
shows it’s a tree variety (arbor is 
tree in Latin), while ‘Albert's Gold’ 
indicates the plant was named 
after an Albert somewhere and 
that it is gold in either leaf or 
flower. 

Other additions can muddy the 
waters of a name. Hybrids, or 
crosses between different species, 
are given unique names that are 
preceded with an x. Forsythia x 
intermedia, for example, tells us 
that it is a hybrid between two 
species, but unfortunately it 
doesn’t tell us which ones. 

It may all sound extremely 
complicated, but many names 
help the gardener by describing 
the plant and its attributes. 


Names describing colour 
include lutea (yellow), alba (white), 
carnea (flesh-coloured), purpurea 
(purple), atropurpurea (red) and 
caerulea (blue). Those which tell 
you the plant is perfumed include 
aromatica, citriodora (lemon- 
scented), suaveolens (sweet 
smelling) and foetida (strong and 
unpleasant). 

To give you an idea of shape, 
look for horizontalis (growing 
horizontally), repens (creeping and 
rooting as it grows), fruticosa 
(shrubby) and pendula (weeping), 
among others. 

If you want to find out about 
foliage shape, look for words 
including angustifolia (narrow), 
dissectum (finely cut), latifolia 
(broad-leaved), palmatum (palm¬ 
like) and macrophylla (large- 
leaved) . Choose a plant with 
sempervirens in its title and it’s 
likely to be evergreen. 

Other generally descriptive 
words include elegans (elegant), 
aculeatus (prickly), officinalis 
(medicinal) and spectabilis 
(spectacular). 

Some words indicate the 
country of origin, such as japonica 
(Japanese), chinensis (Chinese) 
and novi-belgii (of New Belgium), 
which doesn’t necessarily give us 
too many clues as to how the plant 
is going to look. Kerria japonica 
and Anemone japonica, for 
instance, are completely different 
plants with only the country of 
origin the same. 

As for pronunciation, well that’s 
another discussion for another 
time. But don’t worry about saying 
a name wrongly - take comfort 
that most of your gardening pals 
will be doing the same! 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 

-Malus (Crab apple) 

These deciduous trees are ideal 
as specimens for smaller gardens, 
bearing crab apples in autumn 
ranging from yellow to red, their 
leaves turning yellow and orange 
too. 

Grow M x zumi ‘Golden Hornet’ 
for its spherical golden yellow 
fruits, which appear in autumn 
and remain on the bare branches 
well into winter. In spring, the trees 
bear masses of blossom ranging 
from white to pink and purplish 
red. 

They can be grown in any fertile, 
well-drained soil in sun and will 
tolerate light shade, but purple¬ 
leaved varieties are best in full sun. 
Prune them in winter to remove 
dead or damaged branches. 

Good varieties include M 
‘Veitch’s Carlet’ and M ‘John 
Downie’. Many are best grown as 
specimen trees where their pretty 
fruits can be fully appreciated. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 

-Winter radish 

Winter radishes are not often 
grown in the UK, although they are 
popular in the Far East as a winter 
vegetable. You can buy the long 
white mooli, a type of winter 
radish, in larger UK supermarkets 
and Asian/Caribbean stores. 

They can grow very large and 
may be very hot, but are a good 
follow-on crop from other 
harvested veg as they are best 
sown from July onwards.

“Depreciation makes them 
very affordable,” Tumbridge 
notes. 

Used Car Expert magazine 
says a 2006 2.0 SE with 28,000 
average miles will be worth 
between £5,400 and £6,100. 
“But you can sell it after a 
year, having lost just eight per 
cent,” reckons Tumbridge. 

■ SEAT ALTEA: “Here’s a small 

people-mover that looks 
more like a hot hatch, and is 
more appealing to younger 
families,” explains 

Tumbridge. 

Used Car Expert magazine 
prices a 2005 2.0 FSi Sport 
with around 24,000 miles on 
the clock at £6,850 to £7,400 - 
and that’s down from £20,000 
when new. “Sell in a year, and 
you will lose just six per cent 
of your outlay,” says 
Tumbridge.

NEW car sales soared last 
month as buyers 
continued to take 
advantage of the 
Government's “cash for 
bangers” car scrappage 
scheme. 

New registrations in 
October rose 31.6 per cent 
compared with October 2008, 
with a total of 168,942 new 
cars being sold last month, 
the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT) said. 

SMMT chief executive Paul 
Everitt said: “October has seen 
this year’s biggest monthly 
increase in registrations, with 
the successful scrappage 
scheme accounting for over 
20 per cent of them. 

“We have seen additional 
demand created by the 
extension of the scheme and 
customers wanting to avoid 
the VAT increase planned for 
January. 

“Encouragingly, there has 
also been an increase in 


demand in the fleet and 
business sectors, which will 
be critical in sustaining 
recovery next year.” 

The October increase was 
the fourth successive month 
that sales have risen. The first 
monthly rise - in July - 
followed 15 successive 
months of decline. 

Despite the encouraging 
October figures, sales for the 
year to date - at 1,685,981 - 
are still down 12.3 per cent on 
the January-October 2008 
total. 

The motor industry had 
expected last month to see a 
rise in sales as new 
registrations had slumped 23 
per cent in October last year. 
But today's rise was better 
than hoped for, with volumes 
almost 4 per cent ahead of the 
1999 to 2008 average for 
October. 

Private registrations almost 
doubled last month and year- 
to-date private sales are now 
3.3 per cent up on last year’s 
total. 

The scrappage 
scheme, which has now 
been extended to 
include another 100,000 
vehicles, has 

particularly helped the 
sale of small cars, with 
the mini sector rising 
200 per cent last month. 
Alternatively-fuelled 
vehicle registrations 
were nearly 43% up in 
October 2009.
